Discreet inquiries at or near the Route 3, 

Kentwood, Louisiana, residence of R. J. GLOVER on October 11, 
and 12, 1967, failed to reveal any new barbed wire in that 
vicinity. 


It is noted, however, that someone is in the process 
of building a fence around the GLOVER property consisting of 
ten acres and a house. Numerous fence post have been added, 
but very little fence has been erected to date. 

It is further noted that GLOVER now has two very 
large and seemingly vicious dogs that stay at his property 
throughout the week eventhoigh no one resides in the house 
while GLOVER and his wife are in the Natchez area during 
the week.

ALBERT POWELL, Route 1, Osyka, Mississippi, 
telephonically contacted SA REESIE L. TIMMONS on October 8, 
1967, and advised that on each of the two past Saturday 
nights someone had stolen rolls of barbed wire that he had 
stacked directly in front of his house near the dirt road. 

He advised that a total of eleven rolls of wire valued at 
$88 had been stolen, seven the first night and four the last. 

POWELL advised that for several weekends prior to 
the theft he and members of his family noticed an old green 
1953 or 1954 Plymouth pass his house on many occasions and 
since the last theft he has discovered that the old green 
Plymouth belongs to "RED” GLOVER and feels that GLOVER is 
responsible for the theft of the wire. 

On October 12, 1967, Mr. ALBERT POWELL advised 
that he was recently visited by Mr. JAMES POTTS, a 
dairyman who resides approximately three to .four hundred 
yards from the GLOVER residence on Route 3, Kentwood, 
Louisiana. POWELL advised that POTTS went to great length in 
explaining to him how he knew that GLOVER did not steal the 
bushhog that was on his property and for which he was 
arrested. POTTS stated that Mr. MAL LAY, the former owner 
of the GLOVER property, during the Summer of 1966, tried to 
sell him the same bushhog that GLOVER allegedly stole. 

POTTS told POWELL that LAY tried to sell that same bushhog 
to others and all of them were going to so testify should the 
matter go to trial in Tangipahoa Parish, Louisiana. 

POTTS advised POWELL that the Parish authorities 
at Amite, Louisiana, have tried to locate Mr. LAY in 
Brookhaven, Mississippi; have discovered he has moved to an 
unknown location in Alabama; that his former employer and 
landlord in Brookhaven do not know his whereabouts in Alabama;

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and in the event GLOVER is tried in Tangipahoa Parish, the 
Parish will make no effort to locate Mr. LAY in Alabama. 

Mr. POWELL advised it was obvious to him that 
POTTS was sent to him to determine what he did and to say 
that he rented the current GLOVER residence during the month 
of September, 1966, after MAL LAY left the residence, but 
before he sold it to GLOVER. POWELL stated he made no comments 
to Mr. POTTS, but feels that since he is an ex-convict and 
on parole for ten years (murder or manslaughter), they do not 
want his testimony. 

Mr. PCWELL advised that he would continue efforts 
to determine whether or not "RED" GLOVER stole his barbed wire 
or if other individuals could be responsible.

At a meeting of the SDG on 10/1/67 at the hunting 
club owned by E. D. MOP^ACE and PAUL TOLBERT located near 
the levee between Ferriday and Vidalia, La., there was 
some target practice. JAMES LEE and E. D. MORACE fired 
at some targets with MORACE's .45 caliber automatic pistol. 
GLOVER had his 16 gauge shotgun on which the barrels had 
been sawed off and he shot this gun. 

After target practice was completed, GLOVER, was 
observed to hand his shotgun to SONNY TAYLOR and state, 

"It needs a home for a while." TAYLOR put RALEIGH JACKSON ' 
GLOVER’s shotgun in his (TAYLOR’s) pickup truck. 

GLOVER. ’s shotgun was examined by Bureau Agents on 
October 4, 1967, and was determined to be a Stevens Model 
311 double barrel shotgun, 16 gauge. The barrels had 
evidently been shortened by a gunsmith and were measured by 
Bureau Agents and found to be 21 3/S inches long. The stock 
was 13 inches long, making the over-all length of the 
shotgun 34 3/8 inches. 

The shotgun was observed to be loaded with number 
one buckshot. The shotgun was fired by Bureau Agents on 
October 4, 1967, and the empty cartridges will be retained 
so they may be forwarded to the FBI Laboratory later for 
comparison purposes.

LENNOX FORMAN, District Attorney, Jefferson County, 
-Mississippi, advised that after hearing testimony from 
HOMER T. HORTON, Vidalia, Louisiana; W. F. HARRIS, Jr., 
Vidalia, Louisiana; JEWEL LEE BURT, Jefferson County; and 
Special Agent REES IE L. TIMMONS, the Jefferson County Grand 
Jury voted unanimously to hold the matter of the theft of the 
bushhog from W. F, HARRIS, Jr. on or about December 31, 1966, 
over to the February term of court in Jefferson County, 
Mississippi. 

Mr. FORMAN advised that it is his opinion that he 
needed a witness for the Grand Jury and Petit Jury who could 
place RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER in that part of the county 
from which the bushhog was stolen in sometime on or about 
December 31, 1966. 

Mr. FORMAN advised that it is his belief that 
the FBI, or another law enforcement agency, within the next 
few months will develop additional information that would be 
of value in successfully prosecuting GLOVER on the charge 
of stealing the bushhog.

DENNIS SMITH was interviewed at his residence, 
419 Ash Street, Vidalia, Louisiana , and was advised by 
SA MILLER of the identities of the interviewing Agents 
and the nature of the investigation. SMITH furnished 
the following information. 

He has been employed at the Armstrong Tire and 
Rubber Company, Natchez, Mississippi, for approximately 
twelve years and now works in the truck tire building 
department. To the best of his knowledge, no difficulties 
have been experienced over the integration of locker room 
facilities at the plant. He has heard nothing about a 
noose hung at Armstrong nor has he heard anything about 
Negroes assaulting two white employees. 

• He has known. BUCK HORTON who lives one street 
from Ash Street, for many years and HORTON has always 
left a favorable impression with SMITH. HORTON has never 
impressed SMITH as being an individual capable of violent 
acts . 


He has known RED GLOVER for several years, seeing 
trim occasionally when the shift changes at Armstrong. SMITH 
knows none of GLOVER's activities or associates. He has 
always had a favorable impression of GLOVER and does not 
believe GLOVER has violent tendencies. 

His next-door neighbor, MILTON SMITH,, is a 
distant relative but he knows nothing about MILTON. 

SMITH concluded by stating that he is not a member 
of the Klan or any similar organization and has never been 
a member. He advised that he has no information concerning 
the death of WHARLEST JACKSON.

At 4:30 p.ra, on August 2, 1967, SA BENJAMIN F. 
GRAVES observed the people in the area of the residence 
of Justice of the Peace Mrs. B. M. MAHER, Red Lick, 

Jefferson County, Mississippi, where a hearing was beiig 
held for RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER in connection with the 
theft of a bush hog. 

At approximately 4:45 p.m. , a white Mercury sedan 
bearing Louisiana License 59X876 arrived at the residence 
of Mrs. MAHER. A white male got out of the vehicle and 
came over to SA CLARENCE G. PROSPERE and SA BENJAMIN F. 

GRAVES and introduced himself as E, D, MORACE. 

After the hearing was concluded, RALEIGH JACKSON 
GLOVER was observed to walk over to MORACE. and converse 
with him.

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W. H. HARRIS, JR., on August 2, 1967, advised 
that he had heard from several of his neighbors in Vidalia, 
Louisiana, that R. J. GLOVER would have a number of his 
associates at the hearing at the residence of the Justice 
of the Peace at Red Lick, Mississippi, that afternoon. He 
advised that he had also heard, through the daughter of the 
Justice of the Peace, who is a telephone operator in Natchez, 
- Mississippi, that the District Attorney had instructed the 
Justice of the Peace to "bind GLOVER over to the Grand Jury." 

HARRIS advised that he did not desire to go to 
the hearing alone, that he wanted an FBI Agent to accompany 
him if possible. He explained that he did not know whom 
the associates of GLOVER might be and he was concerned that 
they would team up on him if he was unaccompanied. Accord- 
ingly, SA REESIE L. TIMMONS accompanied HARRIS to the hearing 
held at the residence of Mrs. B. M. MAHER, Justice of the 
Peace, Red Lick (Jefferson County), Mississippi.

THOR LEE TORGERSEN, 1405 Westwood Street, 
acknowledged the identity of the interviewing Agent and 
immediately advised that he was completely aware of his 
rights and had no objections whatsoever to talking with 
the interviewing Agent. 

TORGERSEN advised that he has been unable to learn 
any information indicating those responsible for the bombings 
of GEORGE METCALFE or WHARLEST JACKSON. He continued to 
deny any prior knowledge or participation in either of these 
matters . 


He further denied any activity in the past with 
RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER in regard to acts of violence. He 
did state, however, he was visited by GLOVER on Thursday 
or Friday, July 20 or 21, 1967, and was asked by GLOVER to 
attend GLOVER’s hearing in Fayette, Mississippi, in regard 
to the theft of the bush hog. TORGER.SEN stated that he 
told GLOVER he would be there but he had no intention of 
making an appearance at this hearing. 

TORGERSEN advised that on the afternoon of July 24, 
1967, he visited JAMES LEE SCAROBOROUGH in Ferriday, Louisiana, 
and learned that SCAROBOROUGH has no activity at the present 
time with the exception of the construction of a private 
school in the City of Ferriday, Louisiana. 

TORGERSEN continued that on the night of July 24, 
1967, he was visited by TOMMIE LEE JONES of Natchez, Missis- 
sippi, and that JONES appeared very upset over his recent 
association with GLOVER, on the night of July 14, 1967. 

JONES told TORGERSEN that he had been requested by GLOVER 
to attend GLOVER’s hearing concerning the bush hog matter 
as GLOVER had told him, ,l Ihe enemy will be there, and we

HOMER T. HORTON, contacted at 413. Lynn Street, 
Vida lia, Louisiana, was advised of the identity of the 
interviewing Agent who also advised him that he. did not 
have to furnish any information and that any . inf ormation 
he did furnish could be used in a court of law. 


HORTON advised that approximately two years ago, 
he purchased ah M-l Carbine rifle from Sears, Roebuck and 
Company in Natchez, Mississippi. He advised he fired the 
semi-automatic weapon two or three times to see if it .worked. 
He advised that he has no other guns'. 

HORTON advised that he sees RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER 
almost every day at the Armstrong Tire and Rubber Company 
plant. HORTON became very hostile toward the interviewing 
Agent and. the FBI at the mention of GLOVER's name, stating, 
’’The FBI has lied about me and GLOVER, to people all over 
two states." 

HORTON stated that he did not want to see another 
FBI Agent unless it was in court where they will have to 
prove .what they are saying about him. He accused the FBI 
of trying to prevent him from getting his flight instructor’s 
license, of talking to all his neighbors and friends, and 
telling them that he was involved in the death of WHARLEST 
JACKSON. 


HORTON advised that he has never lied to the FBI, 
including when he made the. statement that he spent only 
one-half hour at the fishfry at the residence of JAMES LEE 
in- Wildsville, Louisiana, in the Summer of 1965. 

HORTON denied that he has ever ridden around with 
GLOVER, driven GLOVER anywhere, day or night.

Date July 31. 1967- 

TOMMIE LEE JONES, a resident of 75 Cloverdale, 
Natchez, Mississippi, made available an unpainted wooden 
box lined with tar paper, which box was retrieved by JONES 
from the west side of the Moose Hall, Highway 61, Natchez, 
Mississippi. This box, according to JONES, was transferred 
from the residence of RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER in Kentwood, 
Louisiana, in JONES 1 automobile, a 1963 white Chevrolet, 
to the Moose Hall, Natchez, on July 14, 1967. 

It was evident that this box had been exposed 
to several days of heavy rain and was quite dirty and 
muddy when retrieved by JONES. 

This box was immediately examined at the time 
it was turned over by JONES and it was empty. 

The box is constructed of rough unpainted lumber, 
completely lined on the inside with tar paper, and measures 
approximately 54% by 9 3/4 by 5% inches. 

JONES requested this box be returned to him upon 
completion of examination by this Bureau.

LUTHER THOMAS WALLACE was advised of the identity 
of interviewing Agents, the nature of the investigation into 
the bombing of WHARLEST JACKSON at Natchez, Mississippi, 
and investigation of RALEIGH JACKSON "RED" GLOVER. 

WALLACE stated he knows GLOVER but has never been 
a personal friend, during the time that WALLACE lived in the 
Natchez, Mississippi, area. He said he knew GLOVER to work at 
the Armstrong Tire and Rubber Company where JACKSON had 
worked. 


WALLACE stated that some two or three years ago 
Mrs. WALLACE and he were fishing on a bar pit east of Lake 
St. John, Louisiana, which is located some 15 miles north of 
Vidalia, Louisiana. They had not caught fish sufficient for 
the main course of their meal that they planned to cook out 
there. GLOVER and a young fellow, who WALLACE did not know, 
were also fishing in the bar pit with similar luck. GLOVER 
told the WALLACES finally to get their children back away 
from the pit. GLOVER went to his vehicle; obtained several 
sticks of dynamite that were bundled together with fuse and cap. 
He threw the bundle into the bar pit and shortly they had 
a large quantity of fish. GLOVER made some comment afterwards 
that he was experienced in bombing and could bomb just about 
anything.

WALLACE stated that he knows of no other bombing 
experiences of RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER. He requested that 
his wife not be interviewed about the above as it would 
greatly unset her, having been present during such a law , / . _

On July 14, 1967, at 8:45 PM the Agents conducted 
a physical surveillance of a 1962 green pickup truck bearing 
1967 Louisiana license 616-013, which is the property of 
RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER of 143 Lee Avenue, Vidalia, Louisiana, 
and it was parked in the parking lot in front of the' 
Jefferson Davis Hospital, Seargeant S. Prentiss Drive in 
south Natchez, Mississippi. 

At 11:30 PM TOMMIE L. JONES of 75 Cloverdale Drive, 
Cloverdale Section, Natchez, Mississippi, was observed to 
drive into the hospital parking lot, driving past GLOVER's 
truck and to the rear of the hospital in a 1963 white 
Chevrolet bearing 1967 Mississippi license 1-574 . The 
Agents observed that the individual on the passenger's side 
of the front seat was RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER. This vehicle 
was then driven back to the highway in front of the hospital 
and then in a southerly direction on Highway 61 By-pass 
which leads to Vidalia, Louisiana, or to the downtown 
Natchez area if one were to turn off of this By-pass. 

The surveillance was discontinued at 11:33 PM.

W. F. HARRIS, JR., contacted at the Tom Wall Esso 
Service Station and Wrecker Service, Highway 51, Kentwood, 
Louisiana, voluntarily furnished the following information 
regarding the Corsicana bush hog in the possession of Mr. 

TOM WALL, owner of the above described establishment. 

Mr. HARRIS advised that the bush hog "hull, gear 
box, and blades" were all that remained of the bush hog that 
he identified as his in the. presence of Tangipahoa. Parish 
Deputy Sheriff HULON SIMMONS at 12:00 Noon on June 26, 1967, 
'on the property of one R. J. GLOVER at Route Three, Kentwood, 
Louisiana . 

Mr. HARRIS advised that at 12;00 Noon, June 26, 
1967, he pointed out to Deputy SIMMONS all points of identi- 
fication on the Corsicana bush hog at the GLOVER residence. 

Mr. HARRIS advised that on the remaining portions 
of the bush hog, the only point of identification remaining 
was that across the front where the metal was torn by the 
drive shaft while he himself was operating the bush hog. 

He stated he subsequently had a piece of steel welded over 
the torn metal to reinforce it and is positive that the re- 
maining parts of the bush hog at the Tom Wall Esso Service 
Station and Wrecker Service are identical to the bush hog 
stolen from him in Jefferson County, Mississippi, on or about 
December 31, 1966.

' TOM WALL, Owner and Operator of the Tom WaLL Esso 
Station and Wrecker Service, Highway 51, Kentwood, Louisiana, 
was advised of the identity of the interviewing Agent who a Lso 
advised him that he did not have to furnish any information, 
that any information he did furnish could be used in a court 
of law, and that he could contact an attorney or anyone else 
at any time. 

Mr. WALL advised that just before dark on June 26,, 
1967, he received a telephone call from the Tangipahoa Parish 
Sheriff’s Office instructing him to proceed to the residence 
of one R. J. GLOVER, Route Three, Kentwood, Louisiana, where 
he would find two deputy sheriffs and with his wrecker truck 
pick up a Corsicana bush hog at their direction and store 
same at his Esso Service Station. 

WALL advised that he arrived at the GLOVER residence 
just after dark on June 26, 1967, conversed briefly with the 
two deputies, one of whom was Deputy GIVENS (phonetic); the 
other deputy's name was unknown. He then picked up the 
designated bush hog with the assistance of the two deputies 
and returned it to his Esso Service Station. 


Mr. WALL advised that when he arrived at the GLOVER 
residence, there were "at least fifteen men" milling around 
the GLOVER residence and the bush hog. He stated that when 
he picked up the bush hog, the two deputies picked up several 
stud bolts and part of a drive shaft for the bush hog and 
placed same on his wrecker. 


Mr. WALL advised that when he picked up the bush 
hog at the GLOVER residence on June 26, 1967, it was complete ly 
stripped of the "three point 'A ' frame" a nd swastD in fithej^S a. 
condition as it was on July 5, 1967, when he'^it'tffhemFltEnov^^to 
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a Mr . HARRIS who, according to the Sheriff's Office, is the 
owner of the bush hog. 

Mr. WALL declined to furnish the identity of any of 
the fifteen individuals milling around the GLOVER residence 
and the bush hog on June 26, 1967, stating, "You can get their 
names from the two deputy sheriff s--if they will tell you."

He stated that on March 12, 1967, W. F. HARRIS, 

JR. of 2019 Eleanor Avenue, Vidalia, Louisiana, bought a 
new Corsicana Bush-hog from him. He stated that HARRIS 
advised him at that time that someone had stolen a Corsicana 
Bush-hog from him. He stated the best he can recall is 
that HARRIS stated the bush-hog had been stolen from 
HARRIS 1 farm around Fayette, Mississippi. He stated HARRIS 
told him that whoever stole the bush-hog did not get the 
coupling which went with the bush-hog because this coupling 
had been in HARRIS 1 truck. He stated HARRIS told him to be 
on the lookout for some individual attempting to buy a 
coupling for a Corsicana Bush-hog.

Attorney EDWIN BENOIST, Adams County Attorney, 
advised that he had interviewed JAMES WATTS at the Arm- 
strong Plant, Natchez, Mississippi, on the morning of 
June 22, 1967, regarding WATTS' alleged possession of 
the JEFFERSON DAVIS painting, which was stolen from the 
hospital in Natchez, ' Mississippi. WATTS declined to 
accompany BENOIST to his office. He was interviewed in 
BENOIST ' s automobile. BENOIST' informed WATTS that he 
had received information that the stolen portrait of 
JEFFERSON DAVIS was in WATTS' possession. 

WATTS' first reaction was one of puzzlement, 
and he claimed he had never seen the painting. WATTS 
pointed out that his wife had been in the Jefferson Davis 
Hospital on at least two occasions. While visiting her 
there he claimed he had not seen the painting and was 
not aware of its whereabouts . He added he did not know 
the painting was missing until recently when interviewed 
by the FBI. He indicated he was informed the painting 
was valuable. 

He volunteered that he had consented to let the 
FBI search his home. He concluded that the search was a 
waste of time. WATTS mentioned the FBI had some idea 
that his home contained explosives as well as the portrait. 

WATTS said the FBI had in some way connected 
his stepfather, RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER, also known as 
"RED GLOVER", with the bombing of Negroes. BENOIST 
stated WATTS was somewhat blase' and very cool during 
the entire interview. He did not appear upset or 
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MALACHIE LA Y, 524 Laird Circle, Brookhaven, Missis- 
sippi, was advised of the identity of the interviewing Agent 
who also advised him that he did not have to furnish any 
information, that any information he did furnish could be 
used in a court of lav;, and that he could contact an attorney 
or anyone else at any time. 

Mr. LAY advised that prior to November 28, 1966, 
he owned ten acres of land and a house thereon located at 
Route Three, Kentwood, Louisiana. He advised that on 
November 28, 1966, he sold the house and the ten acres of 
land to a Mr. RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER of Vidalia, Louisiana. 

He advised that the transaction was arranged by a Mr. JIMMY 
TOLAR of the Guaranty Bank, Kentwood, Louisiana. He stated 
that he holds the second mortgage on the property which is 
to be paid after five years by Mr. GLOVER. 

Mr. LAY advised that he, his wife, and three small 
children resided in the house described above until the end 
of August, 1966. He advised that when he moved- to Brookhaven, 
Mississippi, at the end of August, 1966, he is positive there 
was no "bush hog" or other farm implements on the property as 
he is now and for many years has been a salesman for various 
farm supply companies. 


Mr. LAY advised that he briefly toured the property 
with RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER just prior to November 28, 1966, 
and did not see a bush hog at that time but cannot positively 
say that one was not there. He stated he again briefly toured 
the property in mid-March, 1967, on a weekend when the GLOVERS 
were there, did not notice a bush hog at that time, but again 
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Mr. LAY advised that in early September, 1966, he 
rented the house and property to a Mr. ALBERT POWELL, a dairy 
farmer of Route One, Osylca , Mississippi. Mr. POWELL rented 
the property for an employee, Mr. M. F. VARNADO, age 55 to 60, 
and wife, who milked cows at his dairy farm. Mr. LAY advised 
that Mr. VARNADO and wife left during the night at the end of 
September, 1966, did not pay rent for that month, and he has 
no knowledge of their, current whereabouts . 

Mr. LAY advised that Mr. VARNADO did work for a 
dairy farmer, could have had access to "bush hogs" and other 
farming implements during his employment and could have left 
a "bush hog" on the place when he departed which he could have 
missed on his two brief visits in late November, 1966, and in 
mid-March, 1967. 

Mr. LAY advised that he is currently employed by 
Roberts Farm Supply, First Street, Brookhaven, Mississippi, 
and occasionally visits farmers in the Osyka, Mississippi - 
Kentwood, Louisiana, area. He advised that should he deter- 
mine the whereabouts of Mr'. M. F. VARNADO, he would immediately 
advise the local authorities in Tangipahoa Parish, Louisiana.

Mr. ALBERT POWELL, dairy farmer, Route One, Osyka , 
Mississippi, located at his rural residence, was advised of 
the identity of the interviewing Agent who also advised him 
that he did not have to furnish any information, that any 
information he did furnish could be used in a court of law, 
and that he could contact an attorney or anyone else at any 
time. 

Mr. ALBERT POWELL advised that in early September, 
1966, he rented the house owned by Mr. LAY, Route Three, 
Kentwood, Louisiana, some three or four miles from his 
residence. POWELL stated he learned the house was vacant, 
located Mr. LAY through individuals in the neighborhood, and 
arranged to rent the LAY property for a Mr. M. F. VARNADO, 
who was at that time milking cows at his dairy.

It is 
to be noted that Mrs. WATTS joined the interview when the 
Agents were interviewing her father-in-law, RALEIGH JACKSON 
GLOVER. Mrs. WATTS inquired of the Agents as to why she 
had never been contacted regarding the allegation that 
the stolen portrait of JEFFERSON DAVIS and explosives 
supposedly had been stored at her residence in the past.

His Social Security # 
is 426-16-2551. His wife’s name is LAVONNE or LAVONIE 
and he has one additional dependent, a child, JAMES 
WATTS GLOVER. In 1946 his father was shown as WARREN 
GLOVER, Summit, Mississippi, and his mother as MAGGIE 
GLOVER, Summit, Mississippi. In 1956 the father's 
address was given as Benton, Beeton or Buton, Texas. 

His mother's name was shown as MAGGIE WILLIAM residing 
at Slute or Shete, Mo. or Me. 


In 1946 GLOVER indicated he belonged to the VFW and 
the USNR. His hobby was given as woodworker. Hec also 
noted he has been fingerprinted. 

GLOVER was hired on 8/9/46, while on military 
leave on 8/28/50 being reinstated from military leav£- on 
3/17/52 and his employment was terminated on 12/7/53 for 
failing to report to work for three consecutive days. 


A letter to GLOVER from R. F. HUST dated 12/7/55 
advised the company was at that time unable to consider 
GLOVER for re-employment.

It advised that in 1961 GLOVER earned $1,197.36 overtime 
in addition to his straight time earnings. R. A. LYON, 
Assistant Manager, Industrial Relations, the writer, 
advised he had known GLOVER for 11 years and that GLOVER 
was a loyal employee, a steady worker, level headed worker. 

A notation in file in response to his request from 
GLOVER indicates his income for the year 1950 was $2,525.46;

■i He. does not know RALEIGH JACKSON "RED" GLOVER 
an employee of the Armstrong Tire and Rubber Company. He 
stated he had no idea as to why M. D. CUPSTID would be 
in contact with GLOVER in Vidalia, Louisiana. 


He advised that M. D. CUPSTID is his uncle 
who resides in the Cloverdale Subdivision of Natchez, 
Mississippi. He stated his uncle is about 55 years of age and 
is retired on physical disability from the International Paper 
Company. He stated that he knotos M.D. CUPSTID to be a 
klansman because he has seen his robe and hood in the 
back seat of his car approximately nine months ago and, 

: further, M. D. CUPSTID and Patrolman CUPSTID* s father 
had a serious argument over M. D. CUPSTID 's attempt 
to get his father to join the Ku Klux Klan. Patrolman 
CUPSTID stated that both he and his father are against 
the tactics of the Ku Klux Kianas well as its policies.

ROBINSON stated he asked GLOVER if the FBI 
was still after him and GLOVER indicated the affirmative, 
commenting that he had not done anything.

ROBERT JACK CUPSTID, JR., Patrolman, Natchez, 
Mississippi, Police Department was contacted at this 
police department on 5/23/67 by SAs THOMPSON BERRY WEBB 
and BENJAMIN F. GRAVES and he furnished the following 
information: 

Patrolman CUPSTID had been contacted to determine 
his relationship with M. D. CUPSTID of Cloverdale, Mississippi 
M. D. CUPSTID had been observed in contact with RALEIGH 
JACKSON GLOVER" at Vidalia, Louisiana, during the previous 
week. 


Patrolman CUPSTID advised that M. D. CUPSTID is 
his uncle. He stated M. D. CUPSTID is about 55 years 
of age, and lives in the Cloverdale Subdivision of 
Natchez. He is retired on physical disability from 
International Paper Company, and about nine months ago 
had thoroughly convinced Patrolman CUPSTID that he was 
a klansman. The patrolman observed a hood and robe 
of the KKK in the back seat of M. D. CUPSTID's automobile. 
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M. D. CUPSTID had an almost violent argument with the 
patrolman's father in his endeavors to get ROBERT JACK, 

SR., to join the KKK. These brothers have not spoken 
to each other since that time. Patrolman CUPSTID advised 
that M. D. CUPSTID is closely associated with REGGIE 
P. CARTER, known klansman in the UKA, as well as L. P. 
RUSHING, who is generally known to be a klansman in the 
Natchez area, an employee of the International Paper 
Company who resides on Pine Ridge Road, just before 
one gets to ABBOTT's Grocery Store. He further pointed 
out that M. D. CUPSTID resides just beyond WALTER 
MITCHELL'S residence in Cloverdale. Patrolman CUPSTID 
characterized WALTER MITCHELL as a "nut" and a klansman. 

Patrolman CUPSTID continued that MILTON CUPSTID 
is a son of M. D. CUPSTID and is a driller employed by 
cne of well services in the Natchez area. He married 
one LOUISE DAWSON originally from the State of California 
whose family now reside in the Clayton, Louisiana, area. 

He stated he feels confident that MILTON is not a member 
of any klan group. 

Patrolman CUPSTID stated J. D. TANNER (wife RUTH) 
is the son- in- law of M. D. CUPSTID, a klansman who formerly 
lived in the Cloverdale Subdivision of Natchez, and was 
employed by International Paper Company. He now resides 
at Morgan City, Louisiana, where he is employed in off shore 
drilling and he believes that he makes perforations. He 
did not know of TANNER's having brought any explosives 
to the Natchez area. 

Patrolman CUPSTID advised that BEN PULLEN^ who is 
employed by General Electric in Jackson, Mississippi, 
is married to M. D. CUPSTID' s daughter, JUDY CAROLYN. 

He stated PULLEN's father is disabled and is in a wheel 
chair all the time. He believed him to reside in some 
northern city. He pointed out that BEN PULLEN was in . 
the Natchez area two days after the WHARLEST JACKSON 
bombing and had questioned the patrolman about this case. 

He stated he is confident that BEN PULLEN is a klansman. 
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. i B. C. CUPSTID of Jackson, Mississippi, according 
to Patrolman CUPSTID, is his uncle which uncle advised 
Patrolman CUPSTID that he is Grand Dragon of the OKA. He 
stated that B. C. CUPSTID ‘s three sons in Jackson are also 
members of this klan group and they are: 

JIMMY, who is single and employed by a' tree service 
in Jackson;

RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER, more commonly known as RED 
GLOVER, was interviewed at his Residence, 113 Lee Avenue, Vidalia, 
Louisiana. GLOVER is familiar with the identities of the 
interviewing Agents. He furnished the following information: 

He had been to the shop of J. B. TEMPLE on this date 
and had borrowed a hydraulic jack; He related that TEMPLE " 
had told him that the FBI had qts.es tioned him concerning a trip 
to Laurel, Mississippi, and that TEMPLE had originally told 1 
the FBI that he had accompanied him on this trip. GLOVER 
said he told TEMPLE this morning that he did not go on this 
trip with TEMPLE. TEMPLE told him that he that he was now 
not exactly sure who may have gone on the trip. 


Concerning the Negro at the plant, named WHITLEY, and 
one he previously stated worked in the tube room and resides on 
Pine Street, Natchez, Mississippi, he is not sure if this 
person's name is WHITLEY. He does know that a Negro working 
in the tube room was reported to have mentioned that WHARLEST 
JACKSON was carrying some explosives in his truck. He stated 
he will attempt to determine exactly who this Negro is and what 
his name might be. 


He stated he knows a WHITLEY who works at the plant' 
and who is a Negro who was whipped some time ago. He believes 
this same WHITLEY put a dent in the fender of his vehicle 
sometime ago and he also paid him for the damage to the

The Negro by the name of SEWELL works with him 
in Department 23 and it is the Negro by the name of JOHN WOODFORK 
who is in the habit of saying "Say, Hey, lookie here."

Again on leaving the home of GLOVER, the interviewing 
Agents noticed that the wooden box was still in the rear of 
GLOVER's green Ford pickup truck. GLOVER stated that he would 
be glad to have the Agents take this box and further stated, 
"Guess I won't be able to use it now." GLOVER was unable to give 
any explanation about the use ©f this box and pointed out to the 
Agents that the box was open at one end.. GLOVER stated the 
wood in the box was possibly rotten and, upon inspection, it was 
noticed that this box contained black tar paper lining the inside 
with the tar paper sticking out about one foot from the open 
end. This box is approximately 5" long, 1' in height and about 
8" wide.

RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER, 113 Lee Aveue, Vidalia, 
was Interviewed at his residence. GLOVER is acquainted with 
interviewing Agents and SA JOHN A. PFEIFER read to GLOVER 
his rights, GLOVER also read the form containing hie rights 
and thereafter eigned the Wavier of Rights Form in the 
.presence of SAs JOHN D» BRADY and JOHN A, PFEIFER. 'He" 
furnished the following informations 

He wanted to add something to his; previous story 
concerning his whereabouts on February 27, 1967. At about 
7*00 p.m., February .27, 1967, he left his house and drove 
to the home of NORMAN HEAD. He stayed there for just a few 
minutes because HEAD had not eaten supper and he was in the 
middle of helping his daughter with a science project. The reason 
for his going to HEAD'S house was that he had lost a gas 
can and a saw belonging to HEAD on the previous weekend. 

He later determined from HEAD that the gas can was now -in the 
possession of HEAD as he had gone to his house that weekend 
and took 'the gas can from the rear of his truck. He thereafter 
stated that after finding out that the gas can was not missing 
he attempted to buy HEAD another saw, but HEAD insisted he did 
not need this saw and it was unnecessary for him to do so. . 

He related that on February 28, 1967, he had gone to 
J. Bo TEMPLE'S Auto Parts in Vidalia and purchased a 
sheet of sand paper for $.12. He stated he had a receipt for 
this and as he can now recall on February 27, 1967, he also 
went to Temple Auto Parts at about 8s 30 a.m., and purchased 
a wheel cylinder 'kit. He displayed receipt number 23322 dated 
February 27, 1967, from Temple Auto Farts and this reflected 
a wheel cylinder kit. ■ 

He stated that after leaving Temple’s Auto Parts 
on February 27, 1967, he also went to Lewis’ Shopping Center 
'for a loaf of bread and thus arrived at his home at about 
9s00 a.m.

When asked about a man named PRICE, Who may have gone 
ho Mississippi with him in 1963, GLOVER stated that he knows a PRICE 
who works in Department 23 at the Armstrong Tire and Rubber 
Company plant in Natchez, Mississippi, and that he usually works ‘ 
on the 4:00 p.m., to Midnight shift doing tire building. He 
described PRICE as being a white male? reddish blond hair? 
about 30 years old; 5* 11”; medium build. He also stated’ 
approximately four to five years ago PRICE worked on his 
shift, that is the midnight to 8s00 a,m„, shift. He 
knows PRICE only slightly and would recognize him when he 
saw him around the plant. He did not go with PRICE to 
Mississippi. ‘ v ’ 

He slightly knows JOEL FREEMAN as he is a neighbor 
of his living a few houses down the street. He is not 
closely associated with FREEMAN, but would recognize him 
by sight. He never went with FREEMAN to Laurel, Mississippi, 
in the Fall of 1963.

He went to NORMAN HEAD'S house Sunday night 
in order to see how HEAD’S daughter had come out on her 
science project. The reason he went to HEAD'S house was that 
he had first called HEAD about 8a 00 p.m., and talked to him 
about HEAD'S picking up the oldGMC pickup truck for repairs 
over that weekend. He also quest itemed HEAD about ^-his reason 
for not picking up the pickup truck and HEAD told him that 
he had visitors a few days ago. He stated the visitors 
HEAD referred to was the FBI . He further related the 
Agents Who visited with HEAD also asked about GLOVER. 

On Sunday night at approximately 7:30 p.m., V 

March S, 1967, he had stopped at J. B. Temple's Auto 
Parts. TEMPLE was at the shop and he stopped there in order 
to obtain a copy of all receipts from TEMPLE concerning recent 
purchases so that he could show these to the Agents. 

TEMPLE made up a package of receipts and told him he would 
put them in the mail and he received these receipts in the 
mail this date. 
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While leaving the residence of GLOVER* the inter- 
viewing Agents hoticed in the rear of GLOVER 1 s truck a wooden 
box approximately 5' long, 1" in height and 8" wide. This 
box appeared to be freshly sawed and nailed together with 
some tar paper covering certain portions of the box. When 
questioned about the box, GLOVER stated that it was just / 
an old rotten piece of wood. One end of this box appeared 
to be open with tar paper lining the inside.

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While passing the residence of 113 Lee Street, 
Agents were hailed by RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER and at that 
time stopped in front of his house and pulled into his 
driveway. 

GLOVER came to the door of the car in which Agents 
/Were in .and at that time he. stated that he had determined 
the name of the Negro at the Armstrong Tire and Rubber 
Company who had stated that WBARLEST JACKSON was carrying 
explosives in his truck. He advised that the Negro was a 
WHITLEY, his first name was unknown as he worked in the tool 
room of the plant and, further, it was known that he resided 
on Pine Street in Natchez, Mississippi, in the vicinity 
of the fire station. GLOVER said that WHITLEY had supposedly 
mentioned in the plant that JACKSON had explosives in the 
truck for sometime? however, he was not sure that WHITLEY 
would admit this if he were confronted by Agents of the FBI. 

He further advised that he heard that EVERS had 
made a speech the other day on the radio stating that 
Negroes were going to look the klan in the eye and he 
mentioned that the MURRAY boy apparently was to be one 
of the targets at the plant for the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People. 


The blue 1956 GMC pickup truck which he now 
owns was recently purchased from one GEORGE WILKBRSON, a 
former Natchez Police Officer. WILKERSON had previously- 
bought this vehicle from GLOVER and after about four 
months he had to give it back as he was unable to 
keep up the payments . 

He wanted to point out that he heard this morning 
at the plant that the dynamite caps in the possession of 
the Negro janitor Who worked in the old warehouse were not 
dynamite caps,, but actually connectors out of an electric 
blanket. 

He stated that the brake job he referred to 
previously was actually on the old GMC pickup truck 
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it consisted of replacing the right wire brake 
cylinder. As he recalls he purchased these necessary 
parts from 0 . B. Temple Auto Supply or possibly from the 
auto supply store across the road.

ror the annual Louisiana inspection, the Ford truck being 

5^85*5* ^ Goodyear Store and the CMC was inspected 
at the Ford dealer in Ferriday, Louisiana.' He might have

on Monday, February 2 /, 1967, on his way home from work. 

GLOVER mentioned that he did not have to work this 
weekend and it was his intention to go to his camp at 
Osy^a, Mississippi. This is a small town below McComb 
Mississippi and quite close to the Louisiana border and 
hls v;ife ‘ s relatives live in this area. 

G , L °/f R Eaid Xt was his inten tion to build a false ceiling 
at the camp. J 

He again stated that he did not really hate Negroes; 
however, he did not want to associate with them. He mentioned 
one Negro by the name of SEWELL who was employed at the tire 
plant and whom he was sure could tell anyone that he had never 
mistreated a Negro. lie thought that SEWELL would probably 
say that he did not like him, but he was sure he could not 
say he had ever mistreated him. He then related that SEWELL 
had a habit of never calling anyone by thdr name or "Mister, “ 
and he would always try to say something like "Say, loakie here. " 

The incident referred to above by GLOVER concerning 
blasting caps relates to an electric blanket control device 

found in the vicinity of the plant. Investigation at that 
■ time established, the nature of the item, found. 
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RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER was interviewed at his 
residence, 113 Lee Avenue, Vidalia, Louisiana, and at 
the outset was advised of the identities of the interviewing 
Agents. SA JOHN A. PFEIFER read to GLOVER the statemen t 
concerning his rights and GLOVER also read this statement, 
and stated he understood his rights and signed, in the 
presence of SAs PFEIFER and BRADY, the Waiver of Rights 
Form. 


GLOVER advised that he is employed at the 
Armstrong Tire and Rubber Plant in Natchez, Department 23, 
in the tire building department. He has been working for 
the past 18 years on the midnight to 8:00 a.m. shift. He 
always rides alone to and from work and on Sunday, 

February 26, 1967, he rode alone to work and also returned 
from work alone. 


As best he can recall he returned from Natchez, 
Mississippi, to Vidalia after getting off at about 8:00 
a.m., on February 27, 1967, and he may have stopped at 
Lewis' Shopping Center in Vidalia for some milk. He usually 
stops for milk every other morning and feels that on 
Monday morning he would so stop for milk. 

At approximately 8:30 a.m., on February 27, 1967, 
he arrived at his home, and his wife and mother were at home 
at this time. He had breakfast by himself and read the 
newspaper as his wife and mother were at that time asleep. 
After reading the newspaper he went to bed and he could 
not say exactly what time his wife may have left the 
house, but he would assume it would be around noon as 
her regular shift that week was from noon until 9:00 p.m. 

He stated that the reason he was not sure when his wife 
may have left the house was due to the fact he was asleep 
and his wife also drove the 1966 Buick to her place of 
employment, the Ben Franklin Store in Natchez, Mississippi. 

At about 2:00 to 2:30 p.m. he awoke and, to the 
best of his knowledge, just laid around the house until 
after supper time when he ate supper with his mother. 

He stated that on the previous weelc he had traded with

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JOHN HENRY , a Vidalia police officer, for a green Ford 
pickup truck and he may have talked with HENRY during the 
afternoon of February 21 , 1967; however, he was not .sure 
of this fact. 

After eating supper he remained in his home and 
as he recalls his wife most likely got home sometime after 
9:00 p.m. He stayed with his wife and mother in his home . 
and set the alarm clock for 10:45 p.m. and at that time 
began to get dressed in order to go to work. He stated 
it usually takes him 15 to 20 minutes to drive to Natchez 
and he left his home around 11:00 p.m. On the way to 
work he recalls passing the place where he later learned the 
explosion had occurred. When he passed this particular 
spot he noticed that it \*?as roped off and at that time 
he thought there probably had been a fire in that area. 

As he recalls this was about 11:15 p.m. to 11:30 p.m. 

He reported to work at approximately 11:30 to 
11:35 p.m. and at that time all other personnel in his shift 
had already entered the plant. 

MONROE HUGHES, guard on the gate, spoke to him 
previous to entering the gate. HUGHES started to strike 
up a conversation with him about something and then 
stopped sharp and then never actually said anything, just 
greeted him. 

GLOWER advised that he does not really hate 
Negroes and there are two Negroes employed with him inthe 
plant who, if contacted, would surely vouch for this fact. 

He stated PERCY KING and JOHN FOODFORK are the two Negroes 
at the plant who would substantiate the fact that he really 
does not hate Negroes. 

He has a green Ford pickup truck and blue pickup 
truck and he recalls that he repaired the blue pickup 
truck on Tuesday, February 28, 1967, as the brakes were bad. 
He had replaced a wheel cylinder from parts that he purchased 
from Temple Auto Supply in Vidalia, Louisiana. 
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About three weeks ago he was accused of . 
punching out on-fee time clock one of Ms helpers. He 
stated that EDDIE PENNINGTON, his helper, had left early 
at the end of a six hour shift and that the question, arose 
in the plant who had punched PENNINGTON out on the time 
clock* and th,erefore lie \'^us accused or t"h.xs tact, 1 ?j wf Ixe 
did hot do it. 

When he drives to work every day he usually 
parks near Dr. GAI3RAXTH * s house. Dr. GALBRAITH is a 
veterinarian. More specifically, he parks up the hill 
one house from Dr. GAISRAXTH. He has been trying, to park 
In .."this; sa&e area, for the: past three .weeks due to the 
; depopulated . area and he feels there is 
lesh.. ohance of any items -being stolen from his truck. 

He mentioned that several effiployees in the past had 
had,. such things, as hubcaps stolen from their cars in 
other .adjacent areas to the' plant v - 

GLOVER advised his usual routes to work would 
be to take North Canal to the end, turn right and then 
proceed to Pine, making a left turn on Pine onto Gayosa. 
Prom Gayosa Street he would proceed directly to the 
area of Dr. GALBRAITH’S house. As he recalls he drove 
this route on February 27, 1967. 

GLOVER advised that he did not know WHARLEST 
JACKSON as being a member of the National Associeition 
for the Advancement of Colored People and he had not 
learned that JACKS ON had been involved in the bombing 
until ha was informed of this when he first arrived at his 
machine in the plant. Later he recalled JACKSON. Some 
of the men in the plant had told him that JACKSON was 
the stockman who helped drive METCALFE to work when 
METCALFE was first recovering from his previous 
accident.

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GLOVER stated he had no idea ..who may be involved 
ih . the' boding of JACKSON 1 s truck? however# he knew of one 
Negro/ in the plant who supposedly stated that JACKSON had 
been carrying 1 explosives in his truck, for some time.. 

Be stated, he did not know the name of this Negro , but 
would attempt to find out his name and exact area of 
employment at the plant. He also stated he had heard 
a theory that JACKSON had been bombed due to the fact 
that METCALFE had found out that JACKSON was the one who 
had bombed him and thus METCALFE got back at JACKSON. 

He has never possessed explosives nor has he 
seen anyone in the possession of explosives in the past 
six months . The only time he can recall seeing anyone 
with explosives was several years ago when he had some * 
pine stumps removed from his land around Amite County# 
Mississippi. 

He further related that some time before the 
JACKSON explosion, probably a week or so# a janitor in 
the old warehouse, a Negro whom he only knows as REVEREND, 
had brought blasting caps into the plant. This was 
at the beginning of the day shift and when he was preparing 
to leave for home. He had noticed these caps and turned 
the in&rmation over to the plant guard at the gate. 

He also recalls that this Negro had mentioned to him 
at that time that someone had attempted to blow up his 
truck; however, the Negro had seen these individuals and 
they ran off dropping the caps. He described the caps 
in the possession of this Negro as being white wire 
coming out of each end of a clear plastic cover. He 
stated further that it appeared this wire was hooked together* 
in a fashion similar to fish hooks. As he recalls, the 
Negro ais.o told Mia this incident where someone had attempted 
to blow up his truck had occurred around Port Gibson, 
Mississippi. He had no idea why the Negro would bring the 
caps into the plant and he understood the caps were now 
in the possession of the FBI.

On October 16, 1965, NO T-l advised that ’RED" 
GLOVER who claimed to be the Exalted Cyclops of the Vidalia 
Unit of the Original Knights of the Ku Klux Klan that was 
ousted by MARTIN, came to Monroe, Louisiana on October 11, 
1965 ; and met with ROBERT FULLER, the Grand Dragon of the 
Original Ku Klux Klan of America. GLOVER did not mention 
anything about the Jonesville incident and stated that the 
reason the unit was sworn out of the Original Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan was because MURRAY MARTIN is starting to 
break up his organization since he plans to devote less 
time to Klan affairs and concentrate more on his insurance 
business. GLOVER said that^he could bring both his Vidalia 
Unit and the Ferriday Unit under the control of FULLER and 
the Original Ku Klux Klans of America. FULLER told GLOVER 
that he wants to talk with MURRAY MARTIN first ^before giving 
GLOVER a decision as he wanted to find out first hand from 
MARTIN the reason that he had sworn out these units from 
the Original Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

RALEIGH JACKSON GLOVER, 113 Lee, Vidalia, Louisiana, 
furnished the following voluntary information: 

He is a tirebuilder in Department 23 at the Armstrong 
Tire and Rubber Company, Natchez, Mississippi, where he regularly 
works on the 12:00 midnight to 8:00 a.m. shift. He has been 
employed at the company for nineteen years, and he drives his 
white 1964 Oldsmobile, Louisiana License 36E562 , to work, where 
he parks in the employee's parking lot behind the factory. 


On August 27, 1965, he worked on the 12:00 flftidnight 
to 3:00 a.m. shift, and did not leave the plant during the shift. 
He ate his breakfast in the plant at his tirebuilding machine, 
which is next to the machine operated by ROICE WHITTINGTON. He 
did not notice any unusual activity in the area of the plant when 
he arrived for work and was not aware of any information, reports, 
rumors, or gossip, concerning the motive or responsible person 
involved in the explosion which injured GEORGE METCALFE on August 
27, 1965. 

He stated that he is not acquainted with METCALFE, whom 
he understands works at the opposite end of the plant. He added 
that he was familiar with METCALFE’S integration activities 
through accounts he has read in public news media. He added 
that he is opposed to any violent means of resisting integration 
efforts and denied that he is or has been a member of the Ku 
Klux Klan. He stated that he was not aware of any Klan activity 
in the plant, and he did not know any Klan members there.

A source advised on May 16, 1965, that at a Province 
meeting in Winnsobro, Louisiana, of the Original Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (OKKKK) held in December, 1964, there was a con- 
siderable dissension among the members and as a result, a split 
in the OKKKK occurred. Houston Morris and Robert Fuller led the 
split and formed the Original Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., 
according to the source. 

A second source advised on October 1, 1965, that 
Houston Morris and Robert Fuller formed the Original Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., (OKA) after splitting away from the OKKKK 
in December, 1964. The second source advised that the OKA has 
the same general purposes as the OKKKK; that is, the promotion 
of Americanism, white supremacy and the maintaining of segregation. 

The second source also advised that Robert Fuller assumed 
the leadership position of Grand Dragon of the OKA in February, 
1965, after Houston Morris left the organization. The second 
source further advised that the OKA does not have any units 
chartered outside the State of Louisiana.

Records of Superior Court of Pulton County, Geor- 
gia, show that this Klan organization was granted a corpor- 
ate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klan, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split In U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United 
Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. 
These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, 
and . segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Kinghts of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters In Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization Is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group In the 
South with units in several Southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised 
that the organization formerly, known as United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known In the 
future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The second source said the name was changed 
by a resolution adopted at the National Klonvocation held 
July 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Pratt- 
ville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the 
Klaverns of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan.

He is a tirebuilder in Department 23 at the Armstrong 
Tire and Rubber Company, Natchez, Mississippi, where he regularly 
works on the 12:00 midnight to 8?00 a.m. shift. He has been 
employed at the company for nineteen years, and he drives his 
white 1964 Oldsmobile, Louisiana License 36E562, to work, where 
he parks in the employee's parking lot behind the factory. 

On August 27, 1965, he worked on the 12:00 midnight 
to 8:00 a.m. shift, and did not leave the plant during the shift. 
He ate his breakfast in the' plant at his tirebuildipg machine, 
which is next to the machine operated by R0ICE WHITTINGTON. He 
did not notice any unusual activity in the area of the plant when

He reportedly represented 
the Vidalia Unit #1 as Exhalted Cyclops at the 
state of Louisiana meeting of the OKKKK in Winns- 
boro, La., 11/29/64. The purpose of. this meeting 
was reportedly to elect a Grand Dragon. i

Vidalia, Louisiana, who operates a garage in the Vidalia area, 
was the head of the Klan Bureau of Investigation (KBI) for. 
the Vidalia Unit >1 of the OKKKK. "7 , !' 

NO T-l advised at this time that R. J. GLOVER was 
also the KBI man for the/ jonesville #2 Unit and the Ferriday, 
Louisiana Units of the OKKKK. Further that GLOVER would lie 
promoted to Deputy Province 5 Klokan in the future. 

On December 8, 1964, NO T-2 advised that on 
November 29, 1964 there was a state wide meeting of the OKKKK 
in finnsboro, Louisiana. Thirty-one units from the State of. 
Louisiana were represented 1 and the purpose of the meeting was 
to elect a Grand Dragon. R. J. GLOVER represented the Vidalia 
Unit #1 of the OKKKK as the Exha lied Cyclops for the unit.
